Following the return of the PoWs 
from Syria, only five Israeli soldiers 
Temain to be accomted for on the 
northern front, he said. 

Aluf Eitan said he and Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres on Friday 
met with the “Keshet” settlers in 
Kuneitra and persuaded them to 
leave the bunker they were living 
in and move to the grounds of a 
tree nursery outside the town. The 
settlers will later be offered a per- 
manent site on Golan, he said,

In between, he 
Spent two years in Addis Ababa, 
where he was the Dean of the 
Faculty of Science at the Haile 
Selassie University. At the 
Technion he was voted one of 
the most popular teachers, for 
his devotion and courtesy to his 
students and his ever-ready will- 
ingness to help. 

Although he never returned to 
the Knesset, Eri Jabotinsky never 
lost his love for polities, 
Amongst other things, he cam- 
paigned strenuously for a change 
in the electoral system, advoca- 
ting the constituency system as 
opposed to the present propor- 
tional system, and was active in 
the League Against Religious 
Coercion. 

With his death, five years ago, 
his family and friends lost a 
warm, generous human being, 
and Israel lost a constructive 
and interesting personality who 
contributed ideas and vitality to 
the political and academic Iffe 
of the country.
